Constitution Defined 

Another principle in which the 
American people have always 
strongly believed, and which they 
have stoutly maintained, is a jydi- 
cial as against.a political détermina- 
tion of causes, when our Constitu- 
tion.was adopted it established the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
to be the very citadel of justice. Its 
members. are appointed for life in 
order that they may be devdted en- 
tirely to the administration of justice 
according to law, and as independent 
and impartia] as it is possible for 
men to be: One of our chief duties 
is to protect the rights of the in- 
dividual. Our Government is any- 
thing but absolute. It is strictly 
limited. It has ‘only those ‘powers 
which are conferred upon them by 
the Constitution.

Clares that the President and the 
Congress are prohibited from. doing 
certain things, the central’ thought 
of which is that no one éshall be 
deprived of life, liberty or property

Guarantee Demanded 

When that agreement was made 
anything approaching 10,000 or. 12,- 
000° miles communication by wire- 
less was not an accomplished fact. 
Therefore the Government insisted 
on a guarantee to safeguard Aus- 
tralia.. In Sept. 1923 Amalgamated 
Wireless accepted the tender of the 
Marconft Company for the erection 
of a station with 20 masts 800 feet 
high at a é¢ost of approximately 
£480,000. Under the tender there 


was an obligation to provide recipro- 
cal stations in Canada and Great 
Britain. ° 

It was not then known that it 
would be necessary to obtain a 
license in Great Britain, but subse- 
quently it was found that the British 
Government was not prepared to is- 
sue a license to any private company 
to erect a station in Great Britain. 
Protracted negotiations followed be- 
tween the British and Australian 
governments. Boyever, there was’ an 
ancient feud between the British 
Government and the Marconi Com- 
pany which made an agreement prac- 
tically impossible. 

Then came Marconi’s announce- 
ment of the discovery of the beam 
system. This changed the whole 
position. There were difficulties, such 
for instance as the fact that the beam 
system could only be operated for 
seven hours a day, and that it was, 
directional and could therefore not 
be used for defense parietal pur- 
poses.

Thus far the static chatacteristics 
and amplification factors of three 
common tubes have. been taken up. 
In this article in: order to complete 
the mformation on these tubes the 
internal plate resistance is explained. 
Just as there is resistance ina piece 
of. wire, so in the vacuum tube there 
is a large resistance to the flow of 
electrons from the filament to the 
plate. This resistance is measured 
in ohms, and: depends upon the “C” 
battery or polarization of the grid 
thay be seen by the curves. 
Figures 1, 2 and 3 show this plate 
resfstance for a 201A, UV 199 and 
WD11 when charted against the value 
of “C” battery used. 

As before, when the negative ter- 
minal of the “C” battery is connected 


| to the grid, Eg is said to be negative, 


while if the positive terminal is con- 
nected to the grid, Eg is positive. The 
connections used were given in a 
previous article of this series. The 
numbers on the individual curves 
give the value of the “B” battery 
used. 

Some.readers may ask, “Of what 
use are these data to me?’ Of course 
the more technical radio fans will 
welcome the information, realizing 
that it is very essential to have on 
hand when designing any circuit.
